Na ture’s system is to keep us so tha t she 
ca n strike us down to ma ke room for oncom­ 
ing genera tions.

develop a s fa st a s the medica l profession gets 
old one under control.

why ma n will never find a ny elixir to ena ble 
him to live to a n extremely old a ge.
